room will be about empty. The gloat 
kilnmen will be able to work for a 
week at least, as there Is plenty of 
ware ahead. 
It Is said that since the holidays the 
clay at this shop has not been up to 
tho murk, and the clay workers could 
not make the class of ware they de­ 
sired. 
Yesterday morning the Jlgger- 
men and pressers at this plant quit. 
claiming the clay was "short." and all 
took a day. Thinking that a new sup­ 
ply of clay could be had by this morn­ 
ing (he clay workers again reported 
at the shop, but there was no appar­ 
ent change in conditions. 
A commit­ 
tee, composed of three pressers and 
three jig£ermen. were selected, 
and 
a conference wus held with Manager 
Harker. The men aver that this con­ 
ference was unsatisfactory and all the 
clay workers left the shop. When rep­

OE IHE FILIPINOS 


Humorous Observations About the 
Natives by One Who Don’t 
Like Them. 


WILLIAM MANLEY’S IDEAS 


After Service In the Urited States In­ 
fantry— The Islands and Their Peo­ 
ple Described In Terms Not Alto­ 
gether Complimentary. 


After a close and careful study of 
the country in which he was then serv­ 
ing as a soldier with 
Company H. 
* Fourteenth 
United States 
infantry, j 
* William Manley, of this city, wrote at 
Manila, P. I., the following brief his- j 
tory of his observations: 
The Philippine islands are bunches j 
of trouble, gathered together on 
the 
western horizon of civilization. They 
are bounded on the north 
by rocks. | 
itch and destruction; on the east by 
typhoons, monsoons and leprosy; on 
the south by cannibals, gtigus. earth-) 
quakes and bubonic plague, and on the 
v e st by hoodoism, ladrones and beri­ 
beri. 
The climate is a combination of elec­ 
trical changes, adapted especially 
to 
‘ raising cain.” The soil is extraordi­ 
nary 
fertile. 
producing 
bounteous 
crops of insurrection, pickaninnies and 
trickery. The Filipinos, having been I 
so long under Spanish rule, are very 1 
industrious, their chief 
occupations 
I eing trench-building, the manufacture j 
of bamboo cannons, 
bolos, 
knives, 
bows and arrows and reloading Rem- 
' ington cartridges. The standard am­ 
munition for their cannon is composed 
of iron washers, nails, boiler 
plate, 
punches, etc. 
Principally 
among 
the 
Filipinos’ , 
amusements are cock fighting, monte 
dealing, cariboo and pony racing, theft 
and cheating. 
Their diet consists of j 
grasshoppers, boa constrictor!, 
eels, 
shrimp, lizards and rice in all stvles. 
The marriage ceremony is indeed im­ 
pressive. especially as 
regards the 
clause wherein the wife is given the 
privilege of working as much as the 
husband desires 
it the cariboo, or water buffalo. On a 
three mile “hike” only ten days’ ra­ 
tions are required, but before the dri­ 
ver could cover IOO miles he would 
die of old age. the animals being slow­ 
er than molasses in February. 
All rivers and canals are sepentine 
in course, their currents running in op­ 
position to all laws of gravitation. Ma­ 
nila, the capital and principal city, is 
situated on Manila bay, a large land- 
blocked body of water lilied with fish, 
m akes and Spanish sub marine mines. 
C avite, the next city of importance, is 
noted for its natural facilities for a 
naval station and for its many saloons 
and Chinese. The principal exports are

country is infested from one end to the 
other with worthless and ignorant fol­ 
lowers of Aguinaldo.

SECONDHAND SMOKES. 


S e llin g C isn e S ta b s In a L u c ra tiv e 
B asin*** In N ap les. 
Buying and selling cigar stubs is a 
large and lucrative business in the 
city of Naples, and muny persons are 
engaged In it. 
Some of them have 
little stalls or shops near the docks, 
the arsenals and the m anufacturing 
establishments where workingmen are 
in the habit of passing to and from 
their tasks. Others, with less capital, 
have little stands at street corners, a 
board laid across a saw horse, upon 
which their stock in trade is displayed, 
while tile petty dealers in this line of 
business exhibit their stock in little 
piles upou the sidewalk, sometimes 
not even a newspaper being under 
them. 
The supply comes from the cafes, 
restaurants, hotels and other public 
places. Mon and women pick over the 
garbage heaps and the dust boxes, and 
boys run up and down the pavements 
In front of the hotels early every morn­ 
ing looking for “snipes.” Some of the 
restaurant and cafe keepers sell th? 
privilege of picking 
up the cigar 
stum ps In their places to dealer*, and 
the proceeds amount to a considerable 
sum during the year. 
In other places 
It is one of the perquisites of tile head 
walter. 
Some of the stubs are taken to fac­ 
tories, where they are cut up and man­ 
ufactured into cigarettes and smoking 
tobacco, hut the greater part of them 
art* sold to the lower classes of work 
lngmcu, sailors and dock wallopers, 
who smoke them in their pipes. 
At 
the entrance of the navy yard, whit!) 
is upon one of the most frequented 
streets in Naples aud in a very con 
gplcuous place, half a dozen of these 
secondhand cigar deniers can he found 
when the men are coming out of the 
gates at the close of their day’s work. 
The employees are not allowed tc 
smoke inside, and their wages do not 
perm it them to indulge in the luxury 
of cigars or even smoking tobacco st 
first hand, so, for a centissimo, which 
is the smallest coin imaginable—one 
fifth of I ceut— they buy a cigar stub, 
crumble it up in their hands and cram 
it into their pipes.—Chicago Herald.

New York, April 5.—R. G. Dun «t 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, lushed 
today, said in part: 
Labor controversies continue to be 
the only seriously disturbing events 
In the industrial world, and, while

have 
ap 
peered to Interrupt production and 
make 
manufacturers 
conservative 
about new undertakings. 
Retail dis 
tributlon ut spring wearing apparel 
received a check from the more 
in 
clement weather In many localities, 
yet merchandise of most staple lines 
is purchased freely, and collections 
are satisfactory at nearly all points 
except the south. 
Supplies of iron and steel do not 
seem in any Immediate danger of 
overtaking demand. 
In fact, the .pros 
pert of labor disturbances on May I 
makes the situation still more uncer­ 
tain. and those who hoped for equilib­ 
rium in the market by July I are less 
sanguine. 
Midsummer seems to be 
the dividing 
line as to quotations. 
prices after July I averaging about 
$1 per ton less than earlier deliveries, 
while those few fortunate sellers of 
spot material 
continue 
to 
secure 
largo premiums. 
Pittsburg pig iron 
is definitely •higher, and large con­ 
tracts are still under negotiation be­ 
tween the Bessemer producers 
an i 
the leading consumers. 
Coke 
con­ 
tinues to move a little more freely, 
yet prices are fully sustained. 
It is between seasons for woolen 
goods and there is the usual quiet, ex 
copt where buyers are anxiously look­ 
ing for goods to replace delivers 
Interrupted by the strike at Caneyville 
and vicinity. 
Widely divergent views as to the 
crop outlook resulted in a dull mar 
ket for the cereals and only small 
changes in prices. 
Wheat 
receipts 
for the week were but 2,074.699 bush­ 
els, against 3,357,135 last year, while 
exports from all ports of the United 
States amounted to 3,366,070 bushels 
compared with 4,626,037 a year ago. 
There was not the customary loss in 
receipts of corn. 
1,580.505 
bushels, 
comparing with 1,602,027 a year ago, 
but Atlantic exports were only 204,- 
356 bushels, against 3,(TTO.891. 
The course 
of 
commodity prices 
during the month of March indicates 
a 
seasonable 
tendency 
downward. 
Dun’s ndex number, giving the ag 
gregat 
quotations 
proportioned 
to 
consumption, was $99,222 on April 
I, against $101,593 a month previous. 
This decline of 2.3 
per 
cent was 
mainly due to the higher temperature 
which accelerated the output of gar­ 
den and dairy products. 
Failures in the United States thlT 
week were 167. against 195 last year, 
and 22 in Canada, against 29 last 
year.

Chinese laborers and carefully and 
elaborately analyzed 
the 
bill. 
He 
said that it had been constructed on 
tho basis of existing law, in the light 
of experience and of the decisions of 
the courts. While its provisions were 
drastic, the bill, ho said. in some re­ 
spects 
was 
more liberal than tho 
Geary act. 
The Indian appropriation bill was 
under consideration for a time, but 
was not completed. 
The house also began consideration 
of the exclusion bill. 
No opponents 
of the general principle of exclusion 
appeared, but members were divided 
In their support of the two bills pre 
sented. Messrs. Hitt, of Illinois; Per­ 
kins, of New' Y’ork, and Adams, of 
Pennsylvania, supported the majority 
bill and Messrs. Clark, of Missouri; 
Kahn, of California, and Naphen* of 
Massachusetts, spoke for the minor­ 
ity substitute.

SECONDHAND SMOKES. 


S ellln K T ig e r S tnba la a L u c ra tiv e 
R ii ln r x i In A aplea. 
Buying and Helling cigar stubs is a 
large and lucrative business in the 
city of Naples, and many persons are 
engaged in It. 
Some of them have 
little stalls or shops near the docks, 
the arsenals and the manufacturing 
establishments where workingmen are 
In Hie habit of passing to and from 
their tasks. Others, with less capital, 
have little stands at street corners, a 
board laid across a saw horse, upon 
which their stock Jn trade is displayed, 
while the petty dealers in this line of 
business exhibit their stock iii little 
piles upon the sidewalk, sometimes 
not even a newspaper being under 
them. 
The supply comes from the cafes, 
restaurants, hotels and other public 
places. Men and women pick over the 
garbage heaps and the dust boxes, and 
boys run up and down the pavements 
In front of the hotels early every morn­ 
ing hulking for “snipes.” Some of the 
restaurant and cafe keepers sell th? 
privilege of picking 
up the cigar 
stumps in their places to dealer*, and 
the proceeds amount to a considerable 
sum during the year. 
In other places 
It is one of the perquisites of the head 
walter. 
Some of the stubs are taken to fac­ 
tories, where they are cut up and man­ 
ufactured Into cigarettes and smoking 
tobacco, hut the greater part of them 
are sold to the lower classes of work­ 
ingmen, sailors and dock wallopers, 
who smoke them iii their pipes. 
At 
the entrance of the navy yard, which 
la upon one of the most frequented 
streets In Naples aud In a very con 
aplruous place, half a dozen of these 
secondhand cigar deniers can be found 
when the men are coming out of the 
gates at the close of their day’s work.

Intercollegiate strong men are very 
prominent just now. 
The yearly con­ 
tests to establish the national am ateur 
champions in this brunch of athletics 
are now taking place, and soon the of­ 
ficial reports of institutions from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific will be com­ 
pared, and the winners will lie made 
known. 
Ever since the establishment 
of these tests, ratified by physical di 
rectors of tin* various universities and 
colleges in America, college men have 
been greatly interested in the claims 
of their alma maters. The first recog­ 
nized tesi occurred in 1S98, and it 
brought forth several phenomenal per­ 
formers. 
The object of this competi­ 
tion is to bring Into clam? focus the 
athletic status of the various contest­ 
ing Institutions, aud at a meeting the 
gymnasium directors devised a system 
whereby the relative strength of the 
fifty strongest men might be deter­ 
mined. 
lu order to establish a measure a 
few simple strength tests were decid­ 
ed on. 
'I in*se te s ts were to take place 
simultaneously in the competing insti­ 
tutions. 
It was not necessary that the 
contestants should meet in one place, 
but that their examination should be 
beld iii the presence of at least three 
authorized persons of each Institution. 
Tile chairm an of this body of examin­ 
ers is Dr. D. A. Sargent of H arvard 
university, the other members of ibe 
deciding committee being Dr. Jam es 
\V. Searer of Yale university and Dr. 
W atson L. Savage of Columbia univer­ 
sity, New York city. 
Tho strength tests used in making 
up the total schedule of the compet­ 
itors are: First, strength of back; sec­ 
ond, strength of legs; third, strength 
of right forearm ; fourth, strength of 
left forearm ; fifth, strength of lungs; 
sixth, upper arm s and chest; seventh, 
Weeps and back. These tests are on a 
uniform system. 
In the m atter of the strength of back 
the apparatus used Is a spring dyna­ 
mometer of a capacity of 900 kilos. 
For the back lift and also for the test 
of leg strength the apparatus is the 
same. For the forearm test the instru­ 
ment used is a spring dynamometer of 
a capacity of lid kilos. 
For the lung 
test there is used a spring manometer 
of the steam gauge pattern, with a reg­ 
istering capacity of forty hectograms 
or 
about 
eight 
and 
three-quarter 
pom.ds. In the test of the upper artill­ 
er bleeps tin* apparatus used is a pair 
of parallel bars which stand at least 
five feet from the floor and eighteen 
Inches apart. 
The strength test to • 
the upper arm s and back together is a 
horizontal bar of about one inch in 
diameter, suspended eight feet from 
the floor. Taking hold of the horizon 
tai bar, the contestant draw s himself 
up until his chin is level with the bar. 
Each contestant must be a bona fide

pared. and the winners will be made 
known. 
Ever ainee the establishment 
of th e s e tests, ratified by physical di­ 
rectors of the various universities aud 
colleges in America, college men have 
been greatly interested in the claims 
of their alum maters. The lirst recog­ 
nized test occurred in ISPH, and it 
brought forth several phenomenal pm 
formers. 
The object of this competi­ 
tion is to bring into close focus the 
athletic status of the various contest­ 
ing institutions, and at a meeting the 
gymnasium directors devised a system 
whereby the relative strength of the 
fifty strongest men might be deter­ 
mined.

Horne of the stubs are taken to fac­ 
tories, where tiiey are cut up and man­ 
ufactured Into cigarettes and smoking 
tobacco, hut the greater part of them 
ire sold to the lower classes of work­ 
ingmen, sailors and dock wallopers, 
who smoke them Iii their pipes. 
At 
the entrance of the navy yard, which 
Is upon one of the most frequented 
streets in Naples and in a very con 
spicuous place, half a dozen of these 
secondhand cigar dealers con be found 
when Hie men are coming out of the 
gates at the close of their day’s work. 
The employees are not allowed to 
smoke Inside, and their wages do not 
permit them to indulge in the luxury 
of cigars or even smoking tobacco st 
first hand, so, for a centissiiuo, which 
is tile smallest coin imaginable—one- 
fifth of I cent they buy a cigar si iii*. 
crumble it up in their hands and cram 
it into their pipes.—Chicago Herald.

Any person who has had the 
exasperating experience of losing a 
filling from a tooth knows how impor­ 
tant it is to patronize a first-class 
dentist. When a filling is not skilfully 
done there is likely.very likely, to be 
toothache, abscess, swelling 
of 
the 
gums and face, and all the horrible 
suffering that these conditions imply. 
Hut on the other hand, should a tooth 
be antiseptically treated and carefully 
filled with the proper filling material, 
it certainly should last a life-time. 


ARE CLEAN INSTRUMENTS 
IMPORTANT?
